THE GREAT FOREST WEALTH OF 
THIS COUNTRY. 


Timmer Tracts Recently Btaceversd — Ger 
(net, Seem Threagh the Eyre ef &o 
Pugtiah Writer. 

The following is the third letter of 
Mr. Ernest KE Williams in the London 
Daily Mall on Canada and Can- 
adian resources. It is dated at Otta- 
wa end ie as follows: 

I have just returned fram a short 
tour through some of Ontario's um- 
ber regions. (In saying “short” I 
apeak in « relative sense, (he distance 
traversed would be represeated rough- 
ly by the area of England) 

‘The journey took me well into the 
famed Canadian backwoods though | 
should hesitate to call it the heart of 
the region, for every fresh exploration 
party finds new lumber country—vast 
forests of merchantable timber, pre- 
viously assumed to be just barren wil- 
derness. It is hazardous guesswork 
to atteanpt a location of Canada’s tim- 
ber limits. 

Two years ago, for example Profes- 
scr Bell, of the Geological Survey 
started out from Ottawa in à north- 
@rly direction towards James Bay. 
The country traversed was ao little 
known, save in fragmentary fashion 
by the Hudson Bay Company offi- 
cials, who are reticent with their 


knowledge, that one result of Dr. Bell's 


expedition is the rearranging of the 
official map. The rivers hitherto 
drawn upon the map as emptying in- 
to James Bay are now proved to be 
largely efforts of the surveyors im- 
agination, and an important river, 
called Bell river, will for the future 
take their place. 

Naturally, with geography in this 
mediaeval condition, knowledge of the 
country’s resources Was sadly to seek. 
No one, indeed, seems to have troubled 
about fogming ah estimate on the sub- 
ite wealth-producing capa- 
cities were facitly assumed to be a ne- 
gligble quantity. Now, however, we 
learn : 

THE WHOLE REGION 
explored by Dr. Bell is well wooded, 
and has escaped the devastating fires 
which have ruined so many of the 
northern forests. The timber, more- 
over, is found to be of commercial val- 
ue. It is varied in character, spruce 
and tamarack being the staple trees, 
tut while birch and Banksian pine al- 
so flourish abundantly with balsam- 
fir, balsam-poplar, cedar, aspen, ete., 


and, in the southern parts of the dis- 
trict, white and red ines. This lit- 


tle newly-discovered corner of On-

'eectian of the Dominion, north and 


east of Dr. Bell's ground. Here Mr. 
O'Sullivan explored a region 50,000 
square miles in area, about equal, that 
is, to Eagland's area, which a couple 
of years ago was, to quote Mr. O’Sul- 
| livan's words, “as little known as it 
was in the days of Jacques Cartier.” 
In his report Mr. O'Sullivan seta him- 
self to combat the general impression 
that this northern region is a cold.

The 
town, it bas some 1800 inhabitants, 
primitive in appearance, and the pine- 
clad rocks and rapid waters, give it a 
wild and picturesque look as I saw it 
through a mist of falling snow. The 
hotel is a rough frame building. yet 
each room has ita globe of incandescent 
light.

Yarrow & Thornycroft, of. London, 
Si have widened their repute and their 
influence, if that were possible, writes

aimeost every year has been marked 
with a forward movement, until now 
high authorities like Admiral Colomb, 
beriously discuss whether or not the 
Whole game of sea warfare has not been 
radically changed, and the battleship 
made as useless as the old galleys of 
the Roman Empire. There is much In 
it, too, For the price of a battleship 
nB or 18 of these M0-knot destroyers can 
be built. and they can be manned by 
the crew of one battieship. Such a 


re force attacking a ship, even in broad 


day light. would make thiags lively. I 
have not recorded on the map the faci- 
lity for constructing these craft.

- People 
of all countries walk badly, and their 
chief mistake is in regard to the cen- 
tre of gravity of the body. It should 
be kept as nearly as possible in looo- 
motion, at an even distance from the 
ground. Most people wabble, lurch or 
hop in their gait, thus alternately rais- 
ing, lowering, and throwing first to 
one side and then the other, the grav- 
ity centre. This greatly increases the 
fatigue of walking, an unnecessary fa- 
tigue, which is 3 represent- 
ed by the weight of the body multiplied 
by the sum of the distance that the 
centre of gravity is swerved either 
from the horizontal, or uselessly lift- 
ed and lowered on the perpendicular 
line. Furthermore, care should be tak- 
en not to walk on either the toes, the 
heels or the side of the feet. The foot

er was eating away like a canker the 
virtues of English character. 

Wherever there are great masses of 
wealth, there will be those to make 4 
vicious use of it, whether in England, | 
or America, or anywhere. The paves | 
of money will always be misused by 
many rich men in any country; just 
as there are invariably millionaires 
who have a proper sense of their re- 
sponsibilities as the possessors of great 
fortunes, and make good use of their | 
wealth by founding colleges and art 
galleries and endowing hospitals and 
public charities. 

What Lord Charles Beresford’s acdi- 
ence could not understand was the mo- 
tive which had inspired so eminent and | 
public-spirited a man in his sudden | 
outbreak against the sordid and demor- | 
alizing influences of money. It the 


Speech had been made two years ago, | a 


when the South African millionaires | 
organized their raid against the Trans- | 
vaal, they would not have needed any 
explanation. The abuses of money pow- | 
er were then a public scandal. Rut 


there seemed to be nothing in recent | 


affairs to justify his solemn warning 
against the corrupting influences of 
money. 

Lord Charles Beresford, is, Bowever, 
a man of rank and social prestige, who 
knows what is going on in the world of 
English fashion. He was not firing 
& gun aimlessly in the air. 

There isa word which is constantly 
used by ambitious peopie in England, 
whether they have much or little 
money. That word is smart.“ There 
if nO Magnet so strong in London so- 
ciety, as what is known as “a smart 
Set.“ who know the right people, dress | 
handsomely, and set the fashions of the 
day, and whose names are constantly 
appearing in “society journals.” 

There are rich people who desire ad. 
mission into these smart“ circles, and 
are eager to bay the privileges at high 


ost by entertaining extravagantly and 


lending money to spendthrifts. There 
are company-promoters and  stock- 
speculators who are willing to put the 
leaders of such sets in the way of mak- 
ing money easily, and their services are 
accepted only too often in payment for 
social int roductions which could not be 
otherwise obtained. 

Lord Charles Beresford probably had 
the follies, lax morality and selfish- 
ness, of this fast, “smart” society in 
mind when he sounded his warning 
against the corrupt use of money in 
the fashionable world. 

The moral, however, is for ev 
ery age and country. It is not a high 
amtit.on to aspire to belong to “smart” 
sets, which make a great show in the 
world, and by the very conditions un- 
der which they live are led dally to be 
supremely considerate of themselves 
and wholly indifferent to the needa of 
humanity about them.

How to use Wraps of linen, fine ana

HOW TO USE SCRAPS OF LINEN. 


How to use scrape of linen, fine and 
coarse, that will accumulate ifone does 
much embroidery is a quesiiva often 
asked. We ill suggest a few ways in 
which they may be used. The descrip- 
tions you can, of course, apply to suit 
the size of your linen: a few inches will 
not make any difference. Money bags 
are very useful and pretty little things. 
To make one, a piece of linen eight in- 
ches by four and one-half is required. 
Hem this with a narrow bemstitch all 
around. Across one end embroider 
some small design. After laundering, 
turn up the plain end to form a po- 
ket and oversew the edges neatly. 
Press the embroidered end over the 
plain one like an envelope and sew 
narrow linen tape on the two upper 
corners, leaving it long enough to

Prot. De Kalb Declares Them te be Rich and 
Capable of Concentratlos.— Run Over 
96 Per Cent. Corundum. 


Prof. De Kaib of the School of Min-

tion of the problem of economical mil. 
ing of corundum would be carried out. 
after which it is his purpose to submit 
a complete report. A sample of 109 
ponnds was crushed in a jaw crusher 
and then in rolls until the entire pro- 
duct would pass a No. 4 mesh screen. 
This sample was then screened success- 
ively through Nos. 8, 10, 12, 16, 20, 24, 
90. 40, 50, 60, 70. 89, 90, 109, 120 and 150 
mesh screens and the resultant sized 
products were weighed, and each lot 
tested to ascertain the percentage of 
corundum and of m tite which it 
contained, The quantity of corundum 
is relatively greater in the coarser and 
finer grades. while the magnetite 
reaches its maximum in the grade 
medium fineness, This Prof. Kalb 
regards as a fortunate circumstance, 
since it admits of à better separation 
of the corundum and also will yield 
grades of concentrates rich in magne- 
tite which may be economically separ- 
ated as a by-product. : 
Prot. De Kalb adduced from his ex- 
periments that the ore contained 27.94 
per cent. of corandum and 4.64 per cent. 
of magnetite. 
The experiments in practical concen- 
tration were incomplete, but enough 
was done to demonstrate that this work 
can be accomplish economically. 
an example of this the professor sub- 
mitted the following data: 
* Forty-five pounds of the ore, be- 
tween Nos. 12 and 16 mesh, were treated 
in a vertical line hydraulic separator. 
The concentrates weighed 5.06 pounds 
and contained 74.56 per cent. magnetite. 
After the elimination of the magnetite 
vy a magnet the resultant concentrates 
contained 91.71 per cent. corundum, 
Another lot of 27 pounds of ore between 
Nos. 80 and 40 mesh, treated in like 
manner, vielded 2.55 pounds of concen- 
trates, containing 51.28 per cent. corun- 
dum and 42 per cent. magnetite. After 
the élimination of the magnetite the 
concentrates contained 93.92 per cent. 
corundum.“ 

The commercial standard of parity 
for corundum concentrates,” says Prof. 
De Kalb, ‘requires only 80 per cent. 
corundum. so that it appears that this 
limit ean be easily passed. Such highly 
concentrated corundam will command 


a corresponding!y higher price in the!

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BRAHMIN SENTENCED ro DIR, 
—— 
Me Murdered Piagae Commissioner Rand 
and tent. Ayers, 

A despatch from Poonah, Bombay. 
Presidency, says :—Damadar, Chapekar. 
the Brahmin lawyer, who was arrested 
in October lest on the charge of being 
connected with the murder of Lieut. 
Ayeret and Commissioner Rand on 
June 22 by shooting them from an am- 
bush as they were leaving the recep- 
tion given by the Governor of Ganesk- 
hind im honour of Queen Victoria's dia- 
mond jubilee, has been sentenced to 
death. 

Damadar Chapekar, the Brahmin and 
Indium advocate, is no ordinary crim- 
inal. When arrested on October 4 
Inst he promptly confessed baying mur- 
dered Plague Commissioner Rand with 
the aid of an accomplice, and admitted 
also that he was the instigator of the 
tarring of the Qusens statue at Bom- 
bay. He is about 28 years of age, and 
well edurated. About two years ago 
he established a club or reading-room 
at Poonah, and after a while he pro- 
posed that the members should, as far 
a8 possible, collect all the arms they 
could, Tbereupon one member of the 
club atole five ewords, two guns, and a 
couple of pistola, which he took to the 
club-house. ‘This members excmple 
was followed by others and when a 
certain quanbity of arms had been col- 
lected Ohapekar began teaching the 
members to fence. When questioned 
aa to ihe motive in collecting arms 
Chapekar said, at the time, they would 
prove useful in the event of further 
disturbances with the Mohammedans or 
against the Mienchas. But being twit- 
ted about hie valour, he angry, 
and in the dispute which followed 
the club was broken up, and all the 
arms collected were taken to his 
house while he was absent at Bombay. 

On his return, Chapekar büried the 
arms and shortly afterward applied to 
the British miltiary authorities at 
Simla to be enlisted as a soldier. In 
reply, he was told that his application 
could not be granted, as it was im- 
possible to enlist a man of his par- 
ticular caste, the companies being all 
of one caste not his own. He then of- 
fered to raise a whole company of 
Deccani Brahmins, provided he was 
given some rank in the company. This 
offer was also declined, and from that 
seems to have arisen his hatred for the 
British and the Indian Governments, 
which first led him to cover with tar 
the statue of Queen Victoria at 
Bombay, then to commit several as- 
saults on people belonging to the Re- 
formed party, and finally to exclaim, in 
the midst of excitement, over the 
plague restrictions at Poonah last sum- 
mer:—"So many people are dying of 
the plague; is there none prepared to 
die putting an end to the author of 
all this tyranny?" The police inter- 
preted this to be a direct incitement 
to kill Commissioner Rand, who was 
superintending the plague precautions. 
Chapekar killed Lieut. Ayerest, be- 
cause he and his accomplices thought 
the lieutenant bad witnessed their kill- 
ing of Commissioner Rand. 
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STRYCHNINE IN HER TEA.

A despatch from Woodstock. N. B., 
gayx—A dreadful tragedy is reported 
from Johnosville, a village about 30 
miles from bere.

the fire which visited Stirling on 
the 6th inst. 


About six o'clock on Sunday 
morning last, the 6th inst., fire was 
diseoyered in the dry goods and 
grocery store of Conley and Martin, 
next door east of Mr. L. Meiklejohn's 
hardware store. The alarm was 
quickly given. but the fire had then 
obtained such headway that it was 
impossible to gain an entrance to 
the store, and the whole stock was 
completely consumed. The fire 
spread to Meiklejohn’s hardware 
store on the west, and to the und- 
enpied shop on the east, and from 
there to the Post Office and Mr. E. F. 
Parker's store, all ot which were 
pepe saga consumed. The contents 
of the Post Office were saved, to- 
gether with nearly all the fixtures, 
and a portion of the stocks of Mr. 
Meiklejohn's hardware and Mr. E. F. 
Parker's dry goods and groceries 
were also saved. 

It was thought for some time that 
Mr. C. E. Parker's drug and book 
store would also be destroyed, but 
by enerjetic work on the part of the 
citizens the building was saved, 
though slightly damaged. Mr. 
Parker had removed a portion ot his 
stock, and thus suffered a consider- 
able loss. 

The losses and insurance, as near 
as Can be ascertained, are as follows: 

Parker Brothers, formerly the 


£7,000; 
insurance 81,500. 

Mrs. Judd, building, $2,500; in- 
surance, 81,500. 

Mr. E. F. Parker, stock, 85,500; 
partially saved, on which there was 
an insurance of 83,500, which will 
fully cover loss. 

F. B. Parker had a lot of grain 
and other articles in the nnoceupied 


store, all of which was totally con-“ 


sumed ; loss about $500, on which 
there was no insurance. 

C. E. Parker, damage to building 
estimated at 81.000; damage to 
stock, $750,—both fully covered by 
insurance. 

Conley & Martin, loss $2,000. We 
understand the insurance company 
has already settled this claim by 
paying 81,400. 

L. Meiklejohn, loss estimated at 
84,000. This has already been 
settled by the insurance company 
paying $5,900. Mr. Meiklejohn had 
a stock of 26,000, of which about $2- 
008 was. saved. 

The Chosen Friends of Stirling, 
had their Lodge room in the Hall 
over Mr. E. F. Parker’sstore. Their 
loss is estimated at $75. No insur- 
ance, 

Miss McConahy had her dress- 
making rooms over Mr. Parker's 
store, and lost sewing machines and 
other articles. Have been unable 
to ascertain the amount of the loas. 

Dr. Oliver estimates his loss at$50, 
caused by damages in removing his 
stock. Insured in the Western. 

The shop oceupied by John MeGee 
harness maker, corner of the Scott 
House block, was also in danger, 
and he had everything removed 
from the stop. All the glass in the 
front windows was broken by the 
intense heat. 

Mrs. Judd intends rebuilding as 


soon as possible, and already has 


the ruins cleared, and ready to com- 
mence operations. Parker Bros. 
also intend rebuilding as soon as 
spring opens.

IN A TERRIBLE STORM. 


— 


The Gallia Had a Perilens Passage Across 
the Atlantic. 

A despatch from Halifax, N\S., says: 
The Galle, with the English mails had 
a tempestuous and perilous passage, 
and was three days late in reaching 
port. She encountered fierce gales 
throughout the voyage, and sustained 
considerable damage of a minor na- 
ture, while the passengers, of whom 
there were an unusually large number 
on board, suffered much discomfort on 
account of the severity of the Vea 
ther. 

The big Gallia experienced such a 
stormy time that the crew were kept 
at work almost constantly from the 
day she sailed from Moville, and some 
of them were cut and bruised by be- 
ing thrown violently about as the 
ship pitched amd rolled in the tem- 
pest-torn sea. On the first instant a 
terrific hurricane descended, on the 
steamer, continuing all day, and for 
hours throwing waves of enormous 
size over the decks. It was one of 
the worst storms ever known on the 
Atlantic, and the Gallia laboured very 
heavily in it. 

LIVES ENDANGERED. 

One great sea, which for a minute 
or two entirely engulfed the steamer 
fore and aft, cauden much haveo about 
the deck works, beside sending à de- 
luge of water into the cabins, and en- 
dangering the lives of all the crew on 
duty. Two lifeboats were swept away, 
davits and skids torn and twisted, 
deck-howses stove in, the engine- 
room's skylight and deck ventilators 
carried away, rails wrecked, and 
sundry other damage caused. This 
storm lasted, with slowly lessening 
violence, until the 4th. 

MACHINERY DERANGED. 
For nine hours one day the Gallia 
had to lay-to in order that a slight 
derangement of machinery could be 
repaired.

Todd. Tf a praner ia not alte to give 
a scientific reason for cutting back or 
removing any part of the top, he will} 
te quite as likely to damage a tree as 
to improve the growth or the fruit ro- 
ductiveneas of any tres 

When I was a small boy my father 
sent an Uliterate wood-chopper to 
prune his apple trees, using no tools 
iat a wood-chopper’s ax The man 
Was an expert with a woodman's ax 
He knew how to chop down trees, how 
to trim off the branches, and how to 
pile up the brush and the wood; but 
he had not the slightest conception of 
the @cientific knowledge essential to 
enable a pruner to prune a tree so as 
to improve its lateral or its upward | 
growth, or ite frult-productiveness. 
Consequently be went to work in the 
orchard as he would when clearing 
ground of a forest. Such pruning! 
Such reckless cutting and slashing and 
auch damaging vandalism was really) 
provoking and beart-sickening! 

The trees were large and in full 
bearing; very few of them needed any 
more pruning than cutting off, here 
and there, a small branch. But that 
pruner chopped off with his keen-edged 
ax many large and leading limbs from 
every tree. Many of the limbs were 
fourteen to eighteen feet long, and six 
to eight inches lu diameter, at the 
butt end where they were severed from | 
the parent stocks. Then the branch- 
os that were allowed to remain were all) 
trimmed ‘neatly and clean of every 
twig, leaf-epur and fruit-epur, leav- 
ing nothing but a large bush at the 
end of a long limb. I well remember 
how long, and destitute of branches 
and twigs, most of the limbs were In 
many instances more of the top was 
Slashed away than remained. Huge and 
gaping wounds on every tree, which 
were never covered with wax of any 
sort, were exceedingly damaging to 
those trees. From the time of that 
reckless pruning, the rapid decay of 
the most fruitful trees commenced. Ev- 
ery season the yield of fruit continu-| 
ed to diminish. Many of the trees, 1 
well remember, continued to decay, at 
the heart, until there was nothing 
left except an old, half-decayed tree, 
standing on two prongs, like an old 
decayed tooth. 

1 Now, let us contemplate a better and 
more philosophical mode of pruning. 
Here is a point of immense importance, 
which only a few persons understand.

CARE OF CIRCULAR WOOD SAWS: 


Farmers who employ circular saws) 


for cutting wood for fuel and other 
purposes may tw interested in the 
views of a saw manufacturer regard- 
ing their use and care. There are five 


points of special importance for the | Belgians, the Minister of Fine Arts has of a poor, inoffensive, scared 
user to observe: 


1. Keep the saw perfectly round. 
This is attained by jointing off points 
of teeth before the saw is filed. It 
is conveniently done by holding a 


short round iron bar at back of saw 


squarely across teeth and touch points 


| of teeth as lightly as possible while t he 


saw revolvesy so that each tooth just 
strikes the bar when held firmly in 
one position. Repeat this process with 
every third or fourth filing. 

2. Saws must run true. This re- 
quires that the arbor and mandrel col - 
lars are true. If they are eo and the 
saw winds in and ont of line, when 


turned round by hand while on the ar- 


bor, from a gauge held on one side be- 
low base of teeth; then the saw is 
sprung out of the true. Should the 
same run true when turned by hand 
but wobole when running at fu!l speed, 


it has been rua hot by being pinched 
in sawing. 


In either of these cases 
the saw should be seat to a saw fac- 
tory to be repaired. 

3% Keep all the teeth the same size 
and shape. Retain the original shape 
of the teeth by proper care in filing. 
Take a diagram of shape of teeth when 
the saw is new for guidance as the saw 
wears down. Keep the teeth all spac- 
ed alike.

That is ono point of transcendent im- 
portance to be remembered by every | 
one who owns a fruit tree of any sort. 
Still another consideration should le 
well remembered. When the fruit 
spurs of any tree are replete with 
fruit, the crop will not be half so! 
liable to be shaken off by furious, 
winds as is the case when the fruit 
grows at the extremity of long and 
swaying limbs. Most cherry trees will 
produce fruit-buds in abundance on 
every limb, and branch if they aré not | 
cut off, or jammed off by the reckless! 
feet of people who pluck the fruit. 
Thoughtless pickers will often claw off 
a large cluster of cherries and take 
also the fruit-buds, thus destroying the 
erop of fruit for the next season. 
Such pruning of fruit trees is always

tree.

We have only one large cherry tree, | 
the limbs and branches of which are 
well covered with fruit-spurs. No one 
is allowed to climb into thatt ree-top 
to pluck cherries until he or she Is 
made to understand that the fruit- 
Spurs must not be clawed off with the 
fruit. The branches of our apple and 
pear trees are well covered with fruit- 
spurs; and .the spurs always yield a 
generous amount of fruit It is a 
wrong practice to prune away all the 


Small branches, twigs, fruit-buds and 


leaf-buds from the interior of a tree- 
top, making it like the interior of a 
tent. The old stereotyped rule is to 
cut away the interior of a tree-top so 
as to let in the sunshine and air There 
is no sound reasoning in such direrc- 
tion for pruning trees. The foliage at 
the extremities of the branches will 


lexclude all direct sunshine. Fresh air 
and wind will sweep through a tree- 


top, even when the top is so dense 
that a person cannot climb, around 
among the branches. Fruit trees re- 
quire but little pruning. Many need 
none at all. The fruit-buds should not 
be removed at all.
